The claims 12 and 13 include all Bcl-2 proteins and also define computers for assessing features, associated with all 
.Bcl-2 proteins which do not form the basis of the invention. The invention relates to antagonists for pro-survival Bcl-2 
proteins that are based on the BH3-only protein structure. Bcl-2 proteins include all Bcl-2 family members which 
include anti-apoptotic members, pro-apoptotic members and members of the BH3-only proteins. The invention, 
however, is restricted to BH3-only proteins. The proteins are used as a scaffold for changing residues in the 
amphipathic c^helix of the BH3-only proteins such that a promiscuous binding phenotype of the BH3-only protein is 
converted to a restrictive binding phenotype. Therefore only parts of the claims relating to the BH3-only proteins were 
searched.
